G.S.R 621 (E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by rule 45 of Fundamental Rules as made applicable to the 
officers of the Lok Sabha Secretariat by Recruitment and Conditions of Service Order No. 185,dated the 19th December, 1957, 
the Speaker of the Lok Sabha hereby makes the following rules ftuther to amend the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of 
Residences) Rules, 1974, namely :— 

1. (1) These rules may be called the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Second Amendment Rules, 

1998. 

(2) They shall be deemed to have come into force with effect from 1st June, 1998. 

2. In the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules, 1974, in rule 17, after the proviso, the following 
proviso shall be added, namely :— 

“Provided further that in the event of death of the allottee, his/her family shall bo eligible to retain the Government 
Accommodation for a further period of one year on payment of normal licence fee. The extended period of retention shall not 
be allowed in cases where the deceased officer or his/her dependents ovms a house at the place of posting.”

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EXPLANATORY MEMORANDUM 

As per the provisions of Rule 8(2)(iii) and Rule 17 of the Lok Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules, 
1974, permissible period of retention of accommodation is one year in case of death of the allottee on payment of normal rates 
of licence fee. The period of one year was prescribed in line with similar provision in rules Governing General Pool residences 
of Government of India, 

The Government of India have since made amendments in Allotment of Government Residences (General Pool in 
Delhi) Rules 1963 to the effect that in the event of death of the allottee, his/her family shall be eligible to retain the Govern¬ 
ment accommodation for a further period of one year on payment of normal licence fee. Those amendments have been made 
effective from the 1st June, 1998. 

In view of the fact that die above provision has been given effect by the Government of India w.e.f. 1-6-98, the Lok 
Sabha Secretariat (Allotment of Residences) Rules are amended retrospectively with effect from the same date. 
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
